Tho president then says: “I also re­ 
peatedly stated that while it was en­ 
tirely satisfactory to me to simply 
loave the Hepburn bill in substance aa 
it was, that it, with tho recognition of 
the jurisdiction of the courts but with­ 
out any attempt to define that jurisdic­ 
tion, yet that I was entirely willing 
that there should he a definition, pro­ 
vided that this definition did not seek 
to grant a broad review, but explicitly 
narrowed it to the two subjects which 
as a matter of fact I believed that the 
courts Avould alone consider in case 
there was no attempt to define the 
limits of their review; that is, would 
limit it to the question as to whether 
the commission had acted ultra vires 
and as to whether any man's constitu­ 
tional rights had been impaired.

stated that if tlae question of defining 
or limiting the review was brought up 
at all I personally felt that this was 
the way in which it should be limited 
or defined/' 


The president says the statements 
made to Senator Chandler were tho 
same in substance as those made to 
Mr. Allison and other senators of both 
parties. He said he wras asked to see 
Senator Chandler as the representative 
of Mr. Tillman in charge of the bill,

General Moody had with Senators Till­ 
man and Bailey were such as had been 
held with many other senators to de­ 
termine the phraseology and discuss 
the effect of amendments proposed by 
them.

This is the bill: "Any elector qualified 
according to this Act, failing to attend 
any annual election of Delegate or of 
a Senator, and ir' a poil be taken v» 
give or offer to give his vote, shall ra.v 
one-fourth of his pwrtiou of all such 
levies and taxes as shall be assessed 
and levied ia his county the ensuing 
year. 
And for discovering such de- 


faulters, the sheriff or other officer tak- 
ing the poll, shall within ten days af- 
ter tbe said election, oeliver to the 
clerk of the county or corporation 
court, as -the case may be, a copy of 
the poll by him taken, to be kept in bis 
office,- who shall suffer any candidate 
or elector to take a copy thereof, and 
the said clerk is hereby directed to 
cause a copy of the same to be deliv- 
ered to the next Grand Jury, to be 
sworn for the county or corporation, 
who shall be charged by the presiding 
magistrate, to make presentment of at!

cry. This is tee signal to the male, 
and the call is not often repeated be- 
fore some shambling bull is heard 
crashing through the brush, liis long, 
split hoofs rattling at every step, on 
his way to the rendezvous. -

Philadelphia Press, the "hunters have 
learned to imitate with greater or 
less degrees of exactness, and made It 
an agent for luring their game into 
ambush. The call is made by means 
of a horn rolled out of birch bark-, to 
mouth which perfectly requires long 
and constant practice. 


The hunter when an adept at sound- 


ing the mocse love song:, simply hides 
himself at a favorable spot in the wil- 
derness. with his gun in readiness, 
and blows the horn.

portion in corn than in oats. 
(2) 
The availability of the crude fat of 
corn is slightly greater than that of 
oats. 
(r>) The indigestlbility of the 
crude fat of wheat is conspicuously 
less than thait of corn and oats. (4) 
Chickens^ consume a much 
greater 
quantity of corn than cats. 
(5) The nu- 
tritive superiority of corn over oats 
is indicated by an increase in body 
weight when corn is fed, while there 
is a tendency to the opposite direc- 
tion 
when oats 
is the sole 
article 
of diet. 
(C) The nutrients of corn 
are fed at a lower cost than those of 
oats and wheat. 
This conclusion is 
based upon .the actual availability of 
the various nutrlmenLs of the grains. 
Dr. Salmon says that these 
experi- 
ments are being continued involving 
the foediug of mixed diets, and re- 
sults 
may 
be expected 
which 
will 
be of considerable practical use to 
poultry raisers.

The basement barn is a modiiica- 
tion of ct very sutinfnctor.v l)a.sement 
constructed near my 
home a 
fow 
years ago. The wall is SV^ to 9 ft. high, 
laid in cement and quick lime, and 
faced on both sides. 
It is 
feet 
thick at the base and 116 feet thick 
a t the top tapering equally on both 
sides. 
Windows 
ftet square are 
placed in the wall. 


The horse stable is located farth- 
est from the wall to avoid dampness. 
It is 14 feet wide and 
has 
eight 
stalls each five feet wide. 
It is ligh*- 
*3d by three windows, and the man- 
gers are convenient to the feed alley, 
Orain 
enters fthe feed 
alley 
from 
above, and hay from the second 
floor 
thr^ugli a long chute. 
To v/ater a 
liorse, one lias only to roll back the 
door and let the horse pass in tho 
room "Where the water is, tho horso 
taking Its own time to drink. 
This 
Is much better than to have a trough 
out 
doors, frozen up much 
of 
the 
time, in winter. 
I have seen tfarm 
Tvater troughs in western New York 
that required a heater 
In them 
to 
prevent almost solid freezing in win- 
ter. 
The sheep a].so can go to this 
'water at will. 


The sheep room is of good 
size, 
and hay and grain may be taken from 
the alley to feed them, or nay may 
'enter the sheep apartment direct from 
-above. 
The box stalls may bo used 
las de.slred, being handy 
to 
cither 
Isheep pen or horso stable. 
The room 
V h e r e the water is may be used tem- 
porarily for horses as desired. 
The 
' feed alley, six feet wide, 
may 
be 
narrowed if additional roojn for tho 
eheep is djsired. 


I think a barn basement built on 
"this plan would prove very satisfac- 
tory. 
The siding Js matched lumber 
'and painted, and tho basement, after 
•which this is mudelod is very coni- 
•fortable for stock oven with mercury 
at the zero poinl.—CIurk M. 
Drake, 
in Indiana Farmer. 


THE YOUNG PULI.ETS. 


This season will see about 
every 
farm with its annual quota of early 
hatched 
chicks upon it. 
By ma^ny 
these chicks are not thought to be 
of very much importance, but at the 
same time they are, and a great deal 
of pains and trouble should be given 
to their management 
in order 
that 
thoy may best fulfill the purpose for 
which they were Intended. 
It they 
arc to bo kept for layers feed them 
with that Intention always in view; 
if thav are to be put on the market, 
first 
feed them plenty of bone-form- 
dng material and when you have this 
large frame-on them fatten as quick* 
ft' as possible and then market 
in 
the sa.me way. 


DON'T ROB YOURSE'LF. 


The dairy farmer 
should by 
all 
means be a liberal feeder. 
There is 
¿\ certain amount of food required by 
tlio animal to maintain it in fair con- 
dition and the food given above this 
amount goes, by way of the cow, into 
the 
milk 
pail 
where 
the proflt of 
tho cow really is, for the larger the 
amount of milk is, providing it is of 
good quality, the larger the profits. 
Too many farmers arc feeding mere- 
ly a maintenance ration and the rea- 
son ithe supply of milk ds not as large 
as'it shouhl be is because their cows 
receive only enough food 
to 
keep 
themselves in good 
shape. 
These 
scant 
rations do not rob the 
cow, 
the feeder merely robs himself.

It is a big item to be situat- 
ed 
near some good 
shipping 
point 
so that shipping may be easily ac- 
complished, and probably no 
belter 
advice could be given to ono who is 
about to take up a new place than 
to locate as near a good shipping sta- 
tion as possible 


HOGS SHOULD BJQ KEPT 
CLEAN. 


Worms are oftentimes the cause of 
great loss to those who raise hogs, 
and yet the fault lies generally with 
the feeder. 
They are usually tho re- 
sult of filth and dirt, and tho man 
who keeps the hog pons clean 
and 
disinfected liardly ever Jcnows what 
it is to be troubled 
with the lie 
having 
worms.

CA-LLIXG MOOSE. 


The time to call the bull moose is 
from the middle of September to the 
middle of 
October, 
and 
sometimes 
later. 


It is the habit of the female at that 
time of the year to seek open spaces 
on the hills at sundown 
and 
give 
voice to a mellow, but far-sounding 
cry. This is t'he signal to the male, 
and the call is not often repeated be- 
fore some shambling bull is 
heard 
crashing through the brush, 'his long, 
split hoofs rattling at every -step, on 
his way to the rendezvous. • 


This 
peculiar cry, 
explains 
the 
Philadelphia Press, the hunters have 
learned 
to imitate with greater 
or 
less degrees of exactness, and made it 
an agent for luring their game into 
ambush. The call is made by means 
of a horn rolled out of birch bark, to 
mouth which perfectly requires long 
and constant practice. 


Tho hunter when an adept at sound- 
ing the moose love song, simply 
hides 
him-self at a favorable spot in the wil- 
derness, with his gun in readiness, 
and blows tho horn. As he hears the 
bull 
approaching, generally 
pauslns 
in the brush at intervals to 
listen 
for the call and get his bearings-, the 
caller needs all his nerve and unfail- 
ing lip. 


The call must be tempered to the 
ai)proacli of the bull, and one fal^e 
note is never lost on that wary lov- 
er's true and cultivated ear. 
No cow 
moose ever slurred a note or 
sang 
too flat or too sharp, floating her in- 
vitation to her mate on 
the crisp air of 
an autumn evening, and the slightest 
variation either way in the sound will 
send the expectant brute flying like 
the wind away from the treacherous 
trysting 
place, 
disappointed 
per- 
haps, but not so much so as tho hunt- 
er whose false lip lost him the covet- 
ed prize, 


Tne 
female 
moose rarely 
calls 
after dark, the exceptional instances 
being on light moonlight nights. Con- 
sequently hunters seldom try to lure 
a bull by 
calling after 
night 
has 
come on. 


If a bull can be induced to ans-Aver 
a moonlight call, however, the excite- 
ment of the sport is increased. 


There is something decidedly weird 
and uncanny in the sound of the start- 
ling call 
echoing 
among the aills, 
their tops Hooded in light and their 
sides and bases wrapped in impene- 
trable shadow, and the answering bel- 
low of the bull a s it comes out from 
the very depths of the shadow. As 
tlie huge animal approaches from the 
wilderness and finally emerges from 
the moonlit open, tho nerves, even 
of the experienced hunter, ai'e strung 
at the severest tension, while to the 
novice the suspense is simply agony.

before it than it will eat up with 
avidity. 


Keep the wool as clean as possi­ 
ble in order to have it bring the 
best price. 


It is water that aids in the diges­ 
tion and assimilates all the feed, and 
all sheep pastures should have a good 
supply. 


There is no farm 
interest 
that 
/tends 
more surely 
to profit 
that 
eheep on lands suited to grazing, es­ 
pecially where weeds and bushes in­ 
terfere with successful cultivation, 
«vnd on lauds too »rough to till easily. 


same condition prevails in almost ev­ 
ery shop in the country. 


This is the trouble with tho farm­ 
ers today; tho (farmer who employs 
tho hands that do the anost work is 
the successful one, and the farmer 
who employs the hands who do tho 
smallest amount of work is tho one 
who fails. Tho farmer himself, often 
gives himself the credit for much 
more work than he does. 


if the fifteen acre farmer referred 
to, had employed hands to the extent 
he said ho did, from certain vicinities 
he would have been bankrupt the 
first year, notwithstanding his land 
may have been worth $12c an acre 
and his cows $75 per head.—Jno.

SCIENTIFIC POULTRY FEEDING. 


An advance proof of Dr. Salmon’s 
annual report to the Bureau of Ani­ 
mal Industry contains the following 
interesting* 
information on 
chicken 
feeding, as a result of digestion ex­ 
periments of the more common grain 
foods for chickens; 
(1) The crude 
•protein 
and nitrogen-free 
extract 
are assimilated in much greater pro­ 
portion in corn than in oats. 
(2) 
The availability of the crude fat of 
corn is slightly greater than that of 
oats. 
(,*>) The indigestibility of the 
crude fat of wheat is conspicuously 
less than tha>t of corn and oals. (4) 
Chickens consume a much greater 
quantity of corn than cats. (5) The nu­ 
tritive superiority of corn over oats 
is indicated by an increase in body 
weight when corn is fed, while there 
is a tendency to the opposite direc­ 
tion when oats is the sole article 
of diet. 
(C) The nutrients of corn 
are fed at a lower cost than those of 
oats and wheat. 
This conclusion is 
based upon .the actual availability of 
the various nutriments of the grains. 
Dr. Salmon says that these experi­ 
ments are being continued involving 
the feeding of mixed diets, and re­ 
sults may be expected which will 
be of considerable practical use to 
poultry raisers. 


(BARN FOR SIIEEP AND HORSES. 


The basement barn is a modifica­ 
tion of a very satisfactory basement 
constructed near my 
home a 
few 
years ago. The wall Is 
to 9 ft. high, 
laid in cement and quick lime, and 
faced on both sides. 
It is 2\<> feet 
thick at tho base and IV2 feet thick 
at the top tapering equally on both 
sides. Windows 2V6 feet square are 
placed in the wall. 


The horse stable is located farth­ 
est from the wall to avoid dampness. 
It is 14 feet wide and 
has 
eight 
stalls each five feet wide. It is lig h ­ 
ted by three windows, and the man­ 
gers are convenient to the feed alley. 
Ora in enters ft he feed alley from 
above, and hay from the second floor 
through a long chute. 
To water a 
liorse, one has only to roll back the 
door and let the horse pass in tho 
room where the water is, tho horse 
taking its own time to drink. 
This 
Is much better than to have a trough 
out doors, frozen up much of tho 
time, in winter. 
I have seen (farm 
water troughs in western New York 
that required a heater in them to 
prevent almost solid freezing in win­ 
ter. 
The sheep also can go to this 
'water at wi 11. 


The sheep room is of good size, 
and hay and grain may be taken from 
the alley to feed them, or nay may 
enter the sheep apartment direct from 
•above. 
The box stalls may be used 
as desired, being handy to either 
Isheep pen or horse stable. The room 
•where the water is may be used tem­ 
porarily for horses as desired. 
The 
‘feed alley, six feet wide, may be 
narrowed if additional room for tho 
sheep is djsired. 


I think a barn basement built on 
this plan would prove very satisfac­ 
tory. The siding is matched lumber 
*and painted, and tho basement, after 
1 which this is modeled is very cum* 
•fortable for stock even with mercury 
at the zero point.—Clark M. Drake, 
In Indiana Farmer. 


THE YOUNG PULLETS. 


This season will see about every 
farm with its annual quota of early 
hatched chicks upon it. 
By majiy 
these chicks are not thought to be 
of very much importance, but at the 
same time they are, and a great deal 
of pains and trouble should be given 
to their management in order that 
thoy may best fulfill the purpose for 
which they were intended. 
If they 
are to bo kept for layers feed them 
with that intention always in view; 
if they are to be put 011 the market, 
first feed them plenty of bone-form- 
dng material and when you have this 
large frame* 011 them fatten as quick* 
ty as possible and then market in 
the same way. 


DON’T ROB YOURSELF. 


The dairy farmer 
should by 
all 
means be a liberal feeder. There is 
a certain amount of food required by 
tho animal to maintain it in fair con­ 
dition and the food given above this 
amount goes, by way of the cow, into 
the milk pail where the profit of 
tho cow really is, for the larger the 
amount of milk is, providing it is of 
good quality, the larger the profits. 
Too many farmers are feeding mere­ 
ly a maintenance ration and the rea­ 
son »the supply of milk ds not as large 
as‘it should be is because their cows 
receive only enough food 
to 
keep 
themselves in good 
shape. 
These 
scant rations do not rob the cow, 
the feeder merely robs himself.

In the clerk s- office of Mecklenburg 
I find an old copy of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of Virginia. In it an 
act is found passed by the Assembly 
011 December 20, 1785» which required 
nil persons entitled to vote to do so. 
This is the bill: 4,Any elector qualified 
according to this Act, failing to attend 
any annual election of Delegate or of 
a Senator, and if a poll bo taken to 
give or offer to give his vote, shall pay 
onc-fourtli of his portion of all such 
levies and taxes as shall be assessed 
and levied in b!S county the ensuing 
year. 
And for discovering such de­ 
faulters, the sheriff or other officer tak­ 
ing the poll, shall within ten days af­ 
ter the said election, deliver to the 
clerk of the county or corporation 
court, as -the case may be, a copy of 
tho poll l>3* him taken, to be kept in his 
office,* who shall suffer any candidate 
or elector to take a copy thereof, and 
tho said clerk is hereby directed to 
cause a copy of the same to be deliv­ 
ered to the next Grand Jury, to bo 
sworn for tho county or corporation, 
who shall be charged by the presiding 
magistrate, to make presentment of all 
such persons qualified to vote residing 
in the said county or corporation, who 
shall have failed to have given their 
votes at the said election, agreeable to 
law. 
And for the better information 
of the said jury, the sheriff of the 
county is hereby commanded, under 
the penalty of £30, to be recovered and 
appropriated as the penalties for other 
neglects of his duty, to lay before them 
a list of all tho landholders resident 
therein.1” 


There are filed in the clerk’s office 
many certified excuses to the court for 
failure to *sotc, begging to be excused, 
by voters who had been indicted for 
failure to vote. Some of these excuses 
are novel, as well as amusing. 
One 
fellow^ writes \liat the election was 
held on his fishing day. 
Another one 
says lie was working in a meeting 
house; then another says he was igno­ 
rant of the day of the election. Still 
another said he would have had to 
walk eighteen miles as his mare was 
very lame and his plow horse very, 
poor. One says (I copy him verbatim): 
That he was ready fixed iO start tc tho 
court house of said county to vote when 
he was informed that a certain cow o f , 
his, which had a young calf, was miss- j 
ing, when I sec out to look fov her 
and did not finci her that day, and sev­ 
eral days after. I found her drowned 
in the river. This satisfied the court, 
as the paper is marked “excused.” 


Sir Peyton Skipwith, Bart., of Preast- 
would, who settled in thi~ county from 
England 111 the eighteenth century, 
makes uis excuse in his own handwrit­ 
ing, dated June 10, 170^. ^ “P. Skip- 
witli’s reason for not attending the two 
last elections in Mecklenburg. 


“I was summoned to attend the High 
Court of Chancery early iu March and 
did not consider myself legally dis­ 
missed until after the 17tli da'y of the 
court, which happened on "Wednesday, 
tho 20th of the month, so that it was not 
in my power to attend tho election of 
a member of Congress, and 011 my way 
up from Richmond, I unfortiuitely 
broke one of my cartiagc wheels, so 
that I could not with any degree of 
convenience, get repaired in time to 
attend the election of member of the 
General Assembly, ano in consequence 
of an injury I received some years ago 
in my back and 1oins, 1 cannot ride 
more than three 01* four miles at a 
time, and the very short rides 011 horse­ 
back that I sometimes take about my 
plantation, for I never attempt to ride 
.anywhere else, is succeeded by vio­ 
lent pain and sometimes a fever, which 
was the case the last time I attempted 
to ride to our court, and I trust and 
believe that the worshipful court has 
more humanity than to desire a man 
at near sixty years of age, to do what 
so certainly injures his hoahh and feel­ 
ings.”-- Richmond Times-Despatch.

LOCATION IS IMPORTANT.

CALLING MOOSE. 


The time to call the bull moose is 
from the middle of September to the 
middle of October, and sometimes 
later. 


It is the habit of the female at that 
time of the year to seek open spaces 
on the hills at sundown and give 
voice to a mellow, but far-sounding 
cry. This is the signal to the male, 
and the call is not often repeated be­ 
fore some shambling bull is heard 
crashing through the brush, his long, 
split hoofs rattling at every step, on 
his way to the rendezvous. • 


This 
peculiar cry, 
explains 
the 
Philadelphia Press, the hunters have 
learned to imitate with greater or 
less degrees of exactness, and made it 
an agent for luring their ganre into 
ambush. The call is made by means 
of a horn rolled out of birch bark-, to 
mouth which perfectly requires long 
and constant practice. 


The hunter when an adept at sound­ 
ing the moose love song, simply hides 
himself at a favorable spot in the wil­ 
derness, with his gun in readiness, 
and blows the horn. As he hears the 
bull approaching, generally pausing 
in the brush at intervals to listen 
for the call and get his bearings*, the 
caller needs all his nerve and unfail­ 
ing lip. 


The call must be tempered to the 
approach of the bull, and one false 
note is never lost on that wary lov­ 
er's true and cultivated ear. No cow 
moose ever slurred a note or sang 
too flat or too sharp, floating her in­ 
vitation to her mate on the crisp air of 
an autumn evening, and the slightest 
variation either way in the sound will 
send the expectant brute flying like 
the wind away from the treacherous 
trysting 
place, 
disappointed 
per­ 
haps, but not so much so as the hunt­ 
er whose false lip lost him the covet­ 
ed prize. 


Tne 
female 
moose rarely calls 
after dark-, the exceptional instances 
being on light moonlight nights. Con­ 
sequently hunters seldom try to lure 
a bull by 
calling after 
night has 
come on. 


If a bull can be induced to answer 
a moonlight call, however, the excite­ 
ment of the sport is increased. 


There is something decidedly weird 
and uncanny in the sound of the start­ 
ling call 
echoing 
among the hills, 
their tops flooded in light and their 
sides and bases wrapped in impene­ 
trable shadow, and the answering bel­ 
low of the bull as it conies out from 
the very depths of the shadow. As 
the huge animal approaches from the 
wilderness and finally emerges from 
the moonlit open, the nerves, even 
of the experienced hunter, are strung 
at the severest tension, while to the 
novice the suspense is simply agony.

Bones 2000 Years Old. 


An interesting archaeological dis­ 
covery was recently made

Lea- 
grave, near Luton, England* by the

water supply that will rise quiie a 
height without pumping.—New York 
Press.

T h e BuIIfroji L a w . 


As a number of inquiries have been re- 
ceived in regard to the catching of bull 
frogs and terrapin and the law covering 
the subject is reproduced for the benefit 
of those who do not know of the measure. 
This law was framed by Chas. M. Grimm, 
of West Chester, passed by the I-^egislature 
and signed by the Governor. 
The season 
for frogs does not open until July let. 
Here is the law in full; 


"An act to regulate the catching, taking 
or keeping for sale within this Common- 
wealth of bullfrogs and terrapin and pro- 
viding a penalty therefore. 


"Section 1. Be it enacted by the Sen- 
ate aud House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gene- 
ral Assembly met and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
from and alter the passage of this act it 
shall be unlawful to catch, take or kill for 
the purpose of sale any bullfrogs, only 
from first dny of July to the first day of 
November, and terrapin, save only from 
the first day of December to the first day 
of March in each year. 


"Section 2. 
Any person or persons of- 
fending against the provisions of thia act 
shall be liable to a fine of twenty-fiye dol- 
lars for each and eyery offense to be sued 
for and recovered before any Alderman 
or Justice of the Peace.

Glazier Moved 27 Feet in a Year. 
It had long been supposed ihat no 
true glaciers remain in the Rockies 
Bouth of Wyoming, a supposition now 
known to be incorrect. 
North 
of 
Long's Park two ice fields have been 
described and referred to as glaciers 
by men whose determinations are en- 
titled to considerable weight, though 
on tho whole they partake more of 
the nature of lieve and are so con- 
sidered by some geologists. 
This dlf- 
ferenco of opijiion is entirely excus- 
able on the ground that the dividing 
line between neve and glacier is in- 
distinct, 
"the 
one passing 
Into 
the 
other by insensible gradation." How- 
ever, explorations carried on in the 
last five years have brought to HghL 
an ice stream which is p.o distinctly 
a glazier as to leave no chance for a 
di-sputo as to its character. 
It has 
been visited by experienced geologists, 
mapped, photographed, and thorough- 
ly studied. 


Arapahoe Glazier is about a mile 
long, and is situated amid scenery as 
inspiring as any 
in 
the 
southern 
Rockies. 
It occupies an amphitheatre 
or glacial cirque upon the east side of 
the Arapahoe Peaks, the peaks and 
their thin, sharp, serrated connecting 
ridge forming the semicircular rim of 
the cirque, the ridges 
running east 
ward from the north and south peaks 
forming the walls of the ancient gla- 
cial valley. 
The highesi. point on tho 
rim of the cirque is 13,700 feet above 
sea level. 


No measurements 
were 
necessary 
to convince our first exploring party 
that tho ice was moving. 
To the stu- 
dent of glacial 
phenomena the evi- 
dence on every hand was as easily read 
as a printed page and as convincing 
as a mathematical demonstration but 
it remained to determine the rate of 
movement. 
Consequently, on a later 
visit, we set up instruments on the 
granitic north wall and placed a line 
of zinc tablets across the face of the 
Ice. 
Returning exactly one year later 
wo found that the tablets had moved 
in amounts varying from 
11.15 
feet 
at a point 300 feet from the edge to 
27.7 feet at a point near the centre.— 
Harper's Magazine.

At the sugge.stion of ihe 
Princess 
Sophia the ancient custom of baking 
hread in Greece is being discoutinued 
and 
the ovens 
are beng 
remodeled 
on a more modern plan. 
3n the old 
ovens a fire of branches is kindled in 
the comparlji^ent where the-bread is 
baked and one ol' ordinary wood in 
that beneath. 
Wht^n the oven is suf- 
ficiently 
heated 
the 
brushwood 
and 
cinders are raked out and the bread' 
put in in its place. 
The Princess is 
president of the Society for tho Pro< 
tection of Forests, and it is in the 
interest of this society ihat her royal 
'highness 
has 
labored 
to 
substitute 
coke and other fuel for wood. There are 
in Athens 
alone 
about 
200 
bakers' 
ovens, iuid at le;ist 25 of them have 
already been made over. 
The bakers 
have been persuaded to this step by 
arguments of economy. 
By the old 
system HO cents worth of wood was 
required to bake 700 pounds of bread, 
while the necessary amount of coke 
can be purchased for 40 cents. 
The 
bakers pay for the coke about 1 cent 
for 2.82 pounds.

Leather Puzzle. 


Some of you may know this trick, 
but it will be described i.or the benefit 
of those who do not. 


Take a strip of leather about seven 
Inches by two inches in size, and with 


a sharp knife cut a picce out of it that 
is about five and one-half inches long, 
and wider at the bottom than at the 
top, say, one and 
five-eighth 
inches 
and one and 
one-quarter inches, re- 
spectively. 


Now cut two slits down the middle, 
about three-eighths of an inch apart 
and about three inches long. 
Begin 
near the narrow end, so as to have 
room at the wider end for a 
small 
square hole, not less than one-quarter 
inch square. 


Next, out of the scraps of leather 
that you have left 
cut 
two 
small 
pieces, each about an inch long and 
five-eighths of an inch wide, and make 
a small hole in the middle of each. 


Now take an eleven-inch length of 
stout linen cord and pass it back un- 
der the three-inch strip in the large 
piece of leather, and make the two 
ends equal in length. Now draw both 
ends through the square hole, then 
pass one end through the hole in the 
center of one small leather piece and 
the other end through the hole in the 
other piece, and knot them securely. 


Now the puzale: 
Who can get the 
linen cord, with the small pieces of 
leather at its ends, off the large piece 
of leather, without either cutting or 
untying it? 


Solution—Pull the three-inch strip 
through the square hole till you have 
a loop large enougli to slip one of the 
leather pieces through it. 
This, you 
see, will release the string, and you 
can triumphantly pull it free from the 
large piece of leather. 


What Is Blue Blood? 


The term "blue blood" is used, as 
you all know, to signify high aristo- 
cratic descent, but as blood is red, 
why should it be called blue? 
The 
notion comes from Spain, where the 
families that trace their pedigree be- 
yond the time of the Moorish »con- 
quest claim that their blood is blue, 
while that of common people is black. 
It is likely that the conceit originated 
during the occupancy of Spain by the 
Moors. 
The blue veins of the Span- 
iards could be seen by reason of their 
fairer complexion, but those of the 
Moors could not.

A dainty little addition' to the work- 
basket is a set of three pieces, emery 
bag, pincushion and needle case.

And yet the police authorltlos will toll you that crime is 
ahvavs most rampant, most lloin-lshlng. whon tho newspapers 
aro full of accounts of crime aud Its punishment; this Is be- 
cause tho idea of crime, once taken into tho human mind, becomes 
^ 
tho consclousnoss and generates and breeds after its kind in the m i n d which 
Is prepared for. or has tendency to, crimc. 
I^ombroso and other alienists 


have written extensively on this subject. 


In other words, tho idoa of crime, the mental pictufo. whothor it be laKon 
intd tho consciousness U^m tho stngo or crcated in the imiiRiuation by its 
appearauco in a newspaper, acts as a mental suggestion, giving riso to crim- 
inal Impluse, and has an auto-hypnotic effect on tho individual who witnesses 
tlie crime or reads about It. 


Of coui-se. not on all individuals alike, for t)ie mental soil must bo pre- 
pared. through lack of iutelligonce or spirituality, for tho seed of vice, as the 
physical body must be prepared» through lack of vitality or inherent woaK- 
ncss. to rpccive tho seed of disease and propagate It. Thoreforo, it seems to 
me that the qualltv of tho seed, the Ideas sown by a play, should be mat- 
toi^ of far greater Import than they are, and 1 fully boliove that when these 
subtle facts are brouccht to light and are more gonorally understood vice on 
the stage will either be completely shorn of Its gildiuir. 
glitter and Its at- 
tractiveness, or it will be climiuatod altogether.—Tho Reader

But the instincts of the apologists of war contradict ana 


disprove their reasonings. 
For they, like all of us, heartily rejoice whenever 


war is ended by peace. 
They, like nil of -us, insiinctlvel> feel that war Is a 
ix>sitive tjvil and peace is a positive good. 


The truth is therefore with us. and in advancing the cause of arüurauou 
we must dispel the glamour of war which has cloudod our reason, 
and 
wo 
must overcome the delusive reasonings of its advocates, who arguo in the msc 
place that wars are inevitable because men are radically savaae and uncivmz- 
able and in the next place argue that wars are inevitable because it is neceb- 
sary to kill men In order to civilize thom. 


The reports from Algeciras, Paris, London and Borlin. however, warn us 
that the peaco of the world may be broken. 
Just now resembles the lulls w- 
fore the storms of 1S70, of 1888 and of 1[)03. Out of a clear sky the bolt may 
fall. Are we, the friends of peace, equal to the duty that is imposed upon us. 
Are we not in dutv bound just now to arouso the conscience of the world be- 
fore that bolt can'fall so that war may be made impossible between iiny two 
contending adversaries?
